It may soon take a city permit 
before you can cut, plant or prune a 
city street tree and you may soon 
pay $25 or $50 each when municipal 
crews plant them in front of your 
home or business. 
These were provisions of a new 
street 
tree 
ordinance 
given 
unanimous 
approval 
by 
the 
Beautification 
Commission 
last 
night. It also puts the city parks and 
recreation director in charge of the 
whats, whens and wheres of street 
tree planting and gives him the 
police power to issue citations for 
noncompliance with the ordinance. 
The proposed law also lays the 
responsibility of maintaining street 
trees in the public right of way to 
the city Parks Department. 
But when the cost of street tree 
planting is not covered in the 
Construction Fee Ordinance, the 
proposal says, it will be borne by the 
owner of the abutting real property. 
In another vote in a business- 
packed 
m eeting, 
the 
panel 
unanimously approved a proposed 
resolution laying down street tree 
planting 
regulations, 
such 
as 
minimum tree spacing, and setting 
down specifications for tree well 
design 
Both proposals, which represent 
at least a year of commission 
discussion and staff aid, are enroute 
to 
the 
City 
Council 
where, 
proponents feel, they will elevate 
city beautification policy to a new 
plane of formal organization, if 
approved. 
This, though, may not be for 
months 
The council will consider both the 
proposed ordinance and resolution 
in conjunction with a master street 
tree plan to be worked out by the 
Beautification 
and 
Parks 
and 
Recreation Commissions 
Each 
board 
has 
approved 
a 
master street tree list specifying 
the street trees which may be 
planted on city rights of way in both

commercial and residential areas. 
The m aster plan, though, will 
specify the location of each specie of 
tree in the city, present and future, 
and, 
commissioners 
hope, 
will 
d o v e ta il 
w ith 
d o w n to w n 
revitalization efforts under the Cal 
Poly plan. 


Both commissions can’t even 
begin the sure to be drawn-out 
process of evolving a tree master 
plan, 
though, 
until city 
forces 
complete an ongoing block-by-block 
inventory of existing street trees, a 
project 
estimated 
to 
last 
two 
months at least.

KEY WEST, Fla. (UPI) - Two 
men trapped since Sunday in a 
midget submarine were declared 
dead today of exposure to the cold. 
Dr. David Youngblood, physician 
aboard the mother ship, Sea Diver, 
said that hope for the two men—A1 
Stover, 51, Juno Beach, Fla., and 
Clayton Link, 31, of Binghamton, N. 
Y. —was given up at 8 a.m. EDT 
when there had been no sign of life 
from the two for several hours. 
Two 
other 
men 
aboard 
the 
m inisub, 
A rchibald 
“ Jo c k ” 
Menzies, of Vero Beach, Fla., and 
D r. 
R o b ert 
M eek, 
24, 
an 
ichthyologist from Santa Barbara, 
Calif., were removed from the 
vessel in good condition Monday 
when the sub was hoisted aboard the 
Sea Diver. 
The 
21-foot 
submarine 
was 
trapped 360-feet down on the ocean 
floor for 31 hours when it became 
entangled in the debris of a scuttled 
destroyer 20 miles south of Key 
West Sunday. The vessel belonged to 
the Smithsonian Institution and was 
doing research on fishlife when the 
accident occurred. 
Youngblood said the last obvious 
visual signs of life from the two 
victims was observed at 11:15 a.m. 
EDT Monday, when the minisub was 
still on the bottom. 
The physician said hope for the 
survival of the two men was kept 
alive by the fact that when the body 
temperature 
drops 
a 
person’s 
breathing becomes “quite shallow 
and they can remain alive for a 


considerable length of tim e.” 
He said temperatures inside the 
minisub dropped to 45 degrees and 
remained there for a protracted 
period. 
Menzies and Meek were in the 
forward 
section 
of 
the 
21-foot 
subm arine 
when 
it 
becam e 
entrapped, and Link and Stover 
were in the aft section. 
There was no connecting door 
between the two compartments, and 
the forward section was made of 
plastic, while the aft section was 
constructed of aluminum — per • 
mitting a more rapid heat loss. 


The forward section contained a 
viewing glass bubble from which the 
craft was controlled, and from this 
section the two forward could also 
see the two men in the rear. 
Youngblood said the last word that 
the two victims were still alive 
came from Menzies at 11:15 a m, 
EDT Monday. The doctor said it was 
also Menzies who guided rescuers in 
placement of the grappling hook 
which eventually was used to pull 
the minisub free from the ensnaring 
debris. 
Youngblood said there was no sign 
of panic aboard the sub. “These are 
all experienced men,” he said. 
Capt. Thomas W. Cuddy, senior 
naval officer assigned to the rescue 
team, said the accident was an 
understandable one. 
He said the pilot had only about 30 
feet of visibility, “and with 30-foot 
visibility he simply got into a place 
he couldn’t get out of.”

The City of Lompoc has been 
notified by the state Department of 
General Services it stands to lose its 
gasoline credit cards if the city goes 
over the limit of gasoline it has 
requested for use in city vehicles.

Commission budgets $2,000 
for downtown project 


The 
Beautification 
Commission 
last 
night set aside $2,000 over the next year for 
the city downtown revitalization project, 
allotted another $2,000 for the planting of 
some 
80 downtown 
street 
trees 
and 
relegated Phase II of the Lompoc Wye 
beautification 
project to a $500 funding 
sliver. 
These priorities were set as the panel 
marked up a $6,669.51 budget of contributed 
revenues, satisfying a city council request. 
Commission staff aide Ric Rea put the 
cash-in-hand 
April 
balance 
of 
funds 
donated for city beautification at $2,889.51 
and said that he projected a cash balance of 
$3,429.51 on the first of next month. 
Assuming that the present monthly 
contribution rate of $290 will fall off to $270, 
Rea projected 
that 
the commission’s 
donated income between July 1973 and July 
1974 will come to $3,240.00. This combined 
with the July ’73 balance, totals a $6,669.51 
budget for the coming year. 
Other allottments in the unanimously 
approved ranking include $200 for watering 
fees to irrigate “ flower power” lot at H 
and Ocean and an outlay of $500 to 
construct a large but portable planter 
bench according to the Cal Poly project 
design, to be located in that same private 
lot for public use. 


A slice of $300 was voted to cover the cost 
of 12 median planters for downtown area 
streets as well as the plants that go in 
them The $2,000 set aside for city street

Lanford said today he was trying to get 


another team of divers perhaps from some 
navy installation to continue the search He 
said he wanted to get “ more professional” 
divers because of the hazardous character 
of the underwater area near the scene of 
the tragedy. 
Sheriff s officials involved in the search 
effort could not be reached for comment. 
Lanford said the bodies were probably 
snagged on trees and other vegetation that 
abound in the underwater, in depths of up 
to 150 feet 
The body of Thomas was the eighth to be 
recovered from drownmgs since the water 
conservation facility opened in the late 
1940s, according to Lanford

nations over Germany in World War II. 
Yanikian, under questioning by Attorney Jam es T. 
Lindsey, in the courtroom of Judge John West wick, told the 
jury the Iranian government still owes him approximately 
$1.5 million plus interest for heading up the project 
utilitizing U.S. funding. The railroad across Iran to Russia 
carried strategic war materials that helped turn back the 
Germans on the Eastern Front, he said. 
The six-foot defendant, who pleaded not guilty to 
indictments charging him with the death of Turkish 
consular officials from the Los Angeles office, said he has 
vainly tried to get the U.S. Government to help him collect 
what is owed him from an Iranian court decision. 
Yanikian told the Court he felt U.S. intercession was 
lacking because the administration did not wish to make 
trouble for a country furnishing the U.S. with oil. 
Yanikian, who first took the stand Friday afternoon, 
testified throughout Monday morning, after which court 
recessed until this morning when Yanikian was to resume 
his testimony.

Salmon up, down

Until the two last days of last week, salmon fishing was 
better than ever. Over three fish per boat, according to 
official records kept by Harbor Associates. Saturday 
through Wednesday saw 77 boats launched, with 214 fish 
weighed in. 
Then for two days the sea was really rough, with storm 
warnings posted, so that most boats that did venture out 
soon returned. Not a very prosperous day for the party boat 
operators. Saturday saw a complete about-face, with the 
sea smooth and all indications looked perfect for the 
weekend And so that is how fishing has been - a very 
chancy operation. 
Usually when it is rough enough to be unpleasant, but sate 
the boat operator will warn folks that conditions are bad, 
but if they still want to go out, they can have no comeback 
Most holiday fishermen do not want to suffer the misery of 
a day’s sickness and accompanying discomforts, and take a 
rain check. 
Rock fishing has been excellent, as usual. On the worst 
day, the passengers on the “Islander” told owner Ken 
Jacobs they wanted to go out. Ken found a new spot and the 
boat came in loaded with fish and happy anglers. 
The one old-time party boat the “ABC” owned and 
operated by John Wilson out of Avila, reports a few very 
good salmon days. When the salmon ceased to hit, they 
went bottom fishing, so that Johnny Wilson can usually 
keep his customers happy with fish of some sort: he has a 
nose for where the fish are, after his long years of boat 
operating out of Avila. 
In the Hueneme-Ventura area, fishing has been excellent. 
For a while large halibut, all over 30-pounds, held the 
center of the stage. But towards the weekend things eased 
up a bit with the halibut. Bass fishing fair to good in the 
Channel Island area, but adverse winds have been 
experienced. 
Fishing out of San Simeon has been excellent, with red 
snappers prevailing in the sacks, yellow tail bass, and cow 
cod also hitting, reservations should be made at Virge’s 
Landing in Morro Bay. 
San Luis Sport Fishing sends a boat to the Purisima 
area daily providing the weather is good. Otherwise they 
fish locally and also have a salmon boat if enough 
customers show up. 
However, the unattached salmon fisherman can usually 
rely on a trip, as the boat operators work together and will 
farm out anglers who are not being sent on their boat. In 
other words, usually someone has a place on his party boat, 
so the operators try and keep the customers happy. 


In our day we have fished out of many landings, from San 
Francisco to San Diego, but we have yet to come across 
such cooperation and “customer feeling” as in local 
landings, both at Avila and Morro Bay. 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
Cachuma Lake reports that trolling for trout has picked 
up. Also shore fishing has been yielding lim its of rainbows 
on cheese and salmon eggs. By the way, a limit or trout 
here is still five fish. 
Lopez Lake on the slow side for both bass and trout. Lots 
of sunfish to be had. This lake should have its final planting 
by the county this week of 6,000 catchable trout. No reports 
so far on DFG planting. 
Margarita had a hot spell last week, and the bass and 
crappie responded, with experienced bass fishermen doing 
right well. 
Tom Randolf, who manages the marina at Lake 
Nacimiento, says that both black and white bass have been 
hitting in the Bee Rock and Dam area. Black bass up to 
three pounds are being caught, but few lunkers. Crappie 
being taken most any likely spot. Three anglers from San 
Luis Obispo took 250 in three days, mostly in Micro Jigs. 
They seem to have gone off the old standby, a “Go Getter” . 
Catlishing very good. Randolph informs us he has a fleet of 
Astro glass boats with 40 H P. motors for the special use of 
bass fishermen. Weather here a comfortable 95 during the 
daytime, water in the high 70s. 
For those contemplating an early vacation in north or 
central California, PG & E Stream scouts report that 
flowing water is receding, and cooler weather should 
improve prospects for the near future. In Humboldt 
County, clear cool water prevails, Klamath, Trinity and 
Upper Mad Rivers low and fishing fair. 
Upper Sacramento River-Shasta Lake, normal clear 
water with fair-to-good fishing The lake is beginning to 
warm up a little. 
Kern River clear and cold, Lake Isabella medium with 
fair-to-good results. Small streams above the lake a good 
bet 
It may not be generally known that Monofohment line is 
by nature self cutting This mear. that bent over on itself at 
a certain angle it will cut itself.

Another failure 


After more than two years of bickering, 
squabbling and attempting compromises, 
the Legislature has come up with another 
reapportionment measure which certainly 
a p p e a r s

gerrymandering effort. 
The measure, passed by both houses, is 
certain to be vetoed by Governor Reagan 
who has termed the effort just that — a 
gerrymandering exercise. 
We have become convinced that the 
Legislature 
cannot 
do 
the

of 
reapportionment. It is not reasonable to 
assume that they can be objective about 
remapping the political boundaries of the 
State without regard to partisan politics. It 
is just too much to ask. 
It 
is 
extremely 
doubtful 
that 
the 
governor s veto will be overriden by both 
houses. It is certain that the Senate will

balk at such action. This leaves the 
Legislature 
only 
with 
an 
August 
31 
deadline 
to 
come 
up 
with 
another 
reapportionment plan and after two-and-a- 
half years with this one, we doubt if it can 
be done. 


The answer, this go-around, appears to 
with the Courts and we feel that a fairer 
reapportionment plan will result than the 
efforts expended so far by the Legislature. 


There has been a measure introduced 
this year to attempt to solve the problem 
of reapportionment exercises every ten 
years. This is a bill introduced that would 
provide for an impartial reapportionment 
commission. It deserves serious study and 
consideration for, as we stated before, 
politicians unfortunately cannot fairly set 
the political boundaries of this State.

The New York Times news story

April 1970 into Chappaquiddick. “ At 
the very outset of their deliberations 
the jury ran into a roadblock when a 
superior court judge refused to let 
them see impounded records of a 
s e c r e t 
i n q u e s t 
held

January...The jurors were further 
frustrated, it was learned, by their 
realization that District Attorney 
Edward Dinis, 
who 
knew 
the 
contents 
of 
the 
report which was 
forbidden them, and 
who 
had 
already 
twice 
investigated 
the drowning, felt 
further action was 
f u t i l e . 
Mr. 
Dinis...faces 
reelection next fall 
on 
th e 
s a m e 
Democratic 
ticket 
w i t h 
S e n a t o r 
Kennedy...” 
The New York Times editorial 
referred, 
in 
quotes, 
to 
the 
‘investigation’ ” which “ended with 
no indictments and no diminution of 
the mystery surrounding the plunge 
from 
a 
narrow 
bridge 
on 
Chappaquiddick Island last summer 
of a car driven by Senator Edward 
Kennedy. The speed with which the 
inquiry 
was concluded and 
the 
failure to call any of those most 
directly 
involved 
only 
adds

dissatisfaction widely felt by the 
public 
that 
there 
remains

multitude of unanswered questions 
relating to the episode.” 
The National Observer cited the 
pressures on the members of the 
grand jury to keep mouths shut.

Boyle found unbelievable. So do 
we...The judge’s own conclusions 
would 
have

appropriate officers of town and 
state had reflected a determination 
to get to the bottom of this strange 
tale.” 
The Wall Street Journal said that 
clearly Senator Kennedy had been

d e f e r e n t i a l l y

Massachusetts 
authorities, 
“ ...it 
was a crescendo of bungling in the 
judicial process, that at no step of 
the way had Senator Edward 
Kennedy been subject to the same 
scrutiny an ordinary citizen would 
have 
r e c e i v e d 
in 
s i m i l a r 
circumstances... What 
seem s 
to 
have 
happened 
is 
this: 
that* 
favoritism in the judicial process 
drew criticism when the public 
could learn of it, so a lid of secrecy 
was clamped on so the favoritism 
could 
continue 
with 
utm ost 
decorum, subject to criticism only 
after 
the 
Senator 
was 
better 
p r o t e c t e d 
f r o m 
f u r t h e r 
prosecution.” 
The Louis Harris Poll, published 
in Time Magazine after Senator 
Kennedy’s television speech, after 
he had refused to answer questions 
by the press, after he worked, in 


T im e’s 
words, 
‘‘through 
his 
lawyers, to alter the ground rules of 
an inquest into the death” showed 
that 
Kennedy 
slipped 
seven 
percentage points, from 44 per cent 
who 
believed 
in 
August 
that 
“Kennedy has not told the the truth 
about the accident” to 51 per cent. 
Nixon slipped eight points, from 50 
per cent to 58 per cent after his 
television appearances. 
So then the similarities are: 
1) Neither Kennedy nor Nixon 
would m eet the press. 
2) Both Kennedy and Nixon made 
television statements, and both of 
them were widely disbelieved. 
3) Both Kennedy and Nixon, it was 
widely alleged, used their influence, 
or at least their influence was used 
in their behalf, on the prosecution 
and the courts. 
4) 
Both 
lost 
a 
considerable 
amount of their popularity. 
Now: the reason 1 brought it up in 
the first 
place 
was merely 
to 
suggest that Senator Kennedy, by 
making 
minor 
concessions 
(he 
admitted to a misdemeanor) and by 
staying out of the public eye, got by 
with it all. Nixon cannot get away 
from the public view, ana handled 
h i m s e l f , 
in

t e l e v i s i o n 
statements, more maladroitly than 
Senator Kennedy.

Veteran home loans 


A legislative report critical of the 
administration of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs is being readied 
for release. The findings are a result 
of studies made by the Assembly 
E fficiency 
and 
Cost 
Control 
C o m m i t t e e 
h e a d e d 
by 
Assemblyman Mike Cullen. 
While Cullen has not disclosed the 
details of the report, rumors are it 
will point up shortcomings in the 
farm and home loan program. 
Started at a time when other 
states were voting World War I 
veteran bonuses, its sole purpose 
was to help veterans. By floating 
bonds the State established a fund to 
finance long term mortgages with 
low down payments. It was a type of 
home financing virtually unheard of 
in those days. 
It was a success from the start 
and was greatly expanded after 
World War II. Despite low interest 
rates it has been self sufficient, 
m eeting 
its 
bond 
repayment 
obligations 
and 
paying 
all 
administrative costs. In its entire 
history it has not cost the taxpayers 
a single dime. Through it was 
developed the first mortgage life 
insurance 
plan, 
followed 
by 
a 
mortgage disability insurance plan. 
These plans not only 
protect the 
veteran and his family but the State 
as well and are paid by the veteran. 
The program not only benefits the 
veteran but has made a significant 
contribution to the public. For in 
addition to its pioneering of long 
term mortgages, life and disability 


mortgage insurance, it has helped 
many a veteran in becoming a 
responsible 
homeowner 
in 
his 
community. 
Initially managed by the State 
Veterans Board its staff eventually 
became the Department of Veterans 
Affairs. Added to its duties have 
been such things as the educational 
and service officer programs, also 
created 
specifically to help the 
veterans. 


But there has been some growing 
dissatisfaction among veterans over 
the manner in which some of the 
services are being administered. 
Most have been directed at the 
home 
loan 
program 
and 
it 
is 
expected 
the Cullen report will 
center on that subject. 


Lack of funds to accomodate all 
veterans who want loans along with 
a seemingly unwarranted delay in 
processing loan applications and 
increased interest and insurance 
costs will be reviewed. The delays 
have been attributed to a shortage of 
appraisers. But insiders say it is the 
failure of those on the job to achieve 
th e 
s a m e 
p r o d u c t i o n 
as 
accomplished by those performing 
similar work in private lending 
institutions. If the latter is true it is 
a management fault stemming from 
lack of concern or inability to 
supervise. 
The overall picture suggests a 
serios flaw in “attitude” on the part 
of those in charge. Rather than 
extending themselves to help the 


veteran 
they have 
adopted the 
stringent 
practices 
of 
private 
bankers. 
These have exhibited themselves 
in such things as elimination of 
postage prepaid return payment 
envelopes, adoption of late payment 
penalites, 
and 
the 
advance 
impounding of taxes. Such things 
are 
unnecessary 
in 
a program 
entirely financed by the veteran 
home purchasers and constitute a 
harassment. 
It should be made clear the brunt 
of the complaints center on the 
management of 
the home loan 
program by career civil service 
personnel. 


Director Frank D. Nicol and the 
Board itself have been responsive to 
complaints and suggestions. 
Nicol 
recently reacted to a 
suggestion that payment due dates 
be shifted from the 1st of the month 
to the 15th by requesting his deputy, 
Charles A. Bower, to explore the 
possibility. 


Most people 
accumulate their 
monthly 
bills 
and 
do 
their 
bookkeeping and checkwriting of all 
their accounts at the same time. 
This 
is a common practice in 
business. Changing the due date 
would enable more people to meet 
the deadline. The point is that the 
loan manager should have been 
thinking of things like that in order 
to help the veteran instead of 
dreaming up late payment penalties 
and other repressive policies.

It is still too early to tell, but the 
announcement made last week on 
the

transmission of state project water 
to Santa Barbara County is the first 
new concrete proposal that has 
come along in a long time. 
Time alone will 
tell 
whether 
it’s 
practical. 
In 
the 
m eantim e 
Santa 
Barbara County or 
at least those who 
think about water 
matters will be in 
the 
throes 
of 
an 
a g o n i z i n g 
self - 
appraisal. 
First of all some of the factors. 
The 
proposal 
by 
William 
R. 
Gianelli, state director of water 
resources, to divert state water 
westerly from Castaic Lake through 
Ventura County is nothing new. As 
early as 1965 water engineers were 
suggesting that water be diverted at 
Castaic and 
carried across the 
mountains from Santa Paula by 
siphon flow I’m no engineer, but I 
was told at that time the siphon flow 
aspect of the transmission is crucial 
because of the extra cost if electric 
power would have to be used to lift 
the water across the mountains 
There was also the question of space 
in 
Lake 
Casitas 
Reservoir 
for 
storage 
In the early days of the 
water holding facility, there was 
ample room for all kinds of water, 
but came some heavy rams in the 
early 1960s and the 250,000 acre feet 
facility was filled to its brim If that 
problem could be licked, the use of 
the 
lake 
would 
be 
ideal 
For 
example it is said that state project 
water would eventually have to be 


treated and that could be done easily 
with the filtration plant projected 
some years ago 
by the Ventura 
River Municipal Water District. 
Gianelli’s idea, however does pose 
some problems for Santa Barbara 
County while at the same time 
solving some. There d have to be 
some holding or storage facilities 
and of course some conveyance 
facilities that don’t exist. 
The county would have to decide 
how much to invest in 
a water 
supply 
that 
would 
only 
be 
temporary. And a decision would 
have to be made on who would pay 
for the water and the facilities If 
the user paid, the cost would fall 
rather heavily on the south county, 
prime beneficiary of the water 
immediately. On the other hand 
someone could argue that a county 
wide ad valorem tax might be 
justified 
Stanley C. Hatch, legal counsel for 
the 
Santa 
Ynez 
River 
Water 
Conservation District had mixed 
emotions 
immediately 
following 
Ginellfs presentation 
He told this reporter Gianelh’s 
idea was interesting and should not 
be rejected out of hand, although it 
looked kind of expensive to him, 
Hatch One obvious advantage of the 
proposal in Hatch’s view was that it 
would take the heat off the Santa 
Ynez River as the last source of 
water for the Santa Barbara area 
However, any proposal, any series 
of actions to solve tin* acute water 
shortage of the south county entities 
starts with one question: Does the 
county proceed to finally commit 
itself for the ultimate delivery of 
57,500 acre feet of water from the 
state project water or not If not 


then the county would have to sell 
its entitlement to recover the money 
already spent in the early years of 
the state project. The time is almost 
at hand for that decision
